ANXIOUS FOR ADJOURNMENT. 


No More Tariff Legislation for This Session 
of Congress. 

Washington, June 29.—The democratic 
managers in the house have reached the 
point where they -have been obliged to 
pause and consider whether it is advisable 
to undertake to ae any more tariff bills 
this session. It an undeniable fact that 
a number of representatives are extremely 
anxious to get through the work of the ses- 
sion and adjourn at the earliest possible 
moment, and they feel that their object 
cannot be attained if any further tariff 
legislation is, to be attempted. In this be- 
lief they were borne out today by the ac- 
tion of the rebublican minority, which 

romptly began to filibuster, under the 
eadership of ex-Speaker Reed, as soon as 
an attempt was made to resume consider- 
ation of the tin plate bill. Moreover; po- 
litical considerations have been b 
forward to strengthen the arguments of 
members who are averse to any more 
tariff talk and action upon any other 
tariff bills. The subject was the occasion 
for a special conference of the democratic 
members of the ways and means commit- 
tee last night. There are three important 
tariff bills now pending before the com- 
mittee, namely, the free lumber bill, the 
free sugar bill and the bill placing iron ore 
on the free list. 7 

When the question arose as to whether 
the committee should proceed to act upon 
bills and determine the order of treatment, 
it soon appeared that political considera- 
tions were dinvolved, and the proximity 
of the presidential and congressional elec- 
tions was also taken into account. Op- 
position was made to immediate action on 
the free lumber bill by some members on 
the ground that its passage by the house 
might have a damaging effect on the dem- 
ocratic party in certain states—particularly 
North Carolina, where the lumber industry 
is now of formidable proportions. Then 
certain members were afraid that the re- 
port of the free sugar bill would be a dis- 
astrous political move in its results in some 
of the states where refining interests are 
large, and other members dreaded the re- 
sult in the elections of the passage of the 
free iron ore bill. In.view of the conflict 
of views, it was decided that it would be 
well to delay consideration of the bills 
now before the committee for one week, 
before which time another conference will 
probably be held.

Two of the 
members of the committee declared their 
purpose’ to join in a report recommending 
a later date for adjournment, so that the 
house shall be compelled to pass the tariff 
bills now in the committee’s hands.

Professor 
Dickie responded to the address, He 
closed by naming ex-Governor St. John as 
temporary chairman. Wild cheering and 
the waving of flags and handkerchiefs 
greeted the mention of the name of ex- 
Governor St. John.

in the temporary organization, as all their 


delegates could not come on account of 
the expense.

THREATS MADE AGAINST THE PRINCE. 


He Will Be Prosecuted on Account 
of Recent Articles 


APPEARING IN HIS OFFICIAL ORGAN. 


The German Press Comment on the Ac- 
tion of the Government—Bismarck’s 
Opinion of Von Caprivi. 


Berlin, June 29.—The action of the gov- 
ernment in abandoning its attitude of 
reserve toward Prince Bismarck as evl- 
denced by threats made in the official 
North German Gazette has caused a most 
decided sensation throughout the empire, 
and further developments are awaited 
with great interest. 

The Tagblatt says: 

The die is cast. Prince Bismarek has at- 
tained the object for which he has striven dur- 
ing the last two years and has foreed the gov- 
ernment to take up the gauntlet he has s0 
often thrown at its feet. But to attain this 
Prince Bismarck has been obliged to abandon 
the role of an anonymous journalist. He has 
personally taken his place in the breach. 
With the full weight of his historic name he 
exposes Chancellor von Caprivi to the eyes of 
foreign nations and discredits him by means 
of reckless dialectics. 

All patriots will regard the procedure with 
aching hearts, but at the same time they will 
admit that the government acts in self-de- 
fense when it resolves. to no longer expose 
itself to the poisoned arrow of its adversary. 

Chancellor von Caprivi’s question whether 
Prince Bismarck’s conduct is patriotic will 
be answered by a majority of the nation with 
a sorrowful but decided negative. Out and 
out the Bismarckians may take the part of 
the prince against the government, but it is 
impossible to believe that the pronunciamento 
of this civilian Wallenstein will be crowned 
with success. | 

A single false step on the part of the 
government in the contest now openly 
embarked upon may lead to a tragedy. No 
matter what the opinion about Bismarck 
may be, it will not be a Bismarck tragedy. 
Continuing the paper says: “We merely 
hope the government will not execute 
its threat to take action against Ger- 


man unity.”

It assumes 
that Prince Bismarck’s attitude is influ- 
enced by resentment at the emperor of 
Austria for refusing him an audience 
when he was in Vienna to attend Count 
Herbert: on -Bismarek's wedding: The 
National Zeitung then appeals to Prince 
Bismarck’s patriotism to end what it 
terms a regretable political spectacle. 

The language of Prince Bismarck which 
has apparently waked the government up 
to a determination to prosecute him ap- 
pears in an interview published in the 
West Deutche Allgemeine Zeitung, the 
prince’s new organ in Cologne. The pas- 
sages in this interview that are especially 
offensive to Emperor William charge 
him, after the failure of his visit to the 
czar at Narva, with assenting to Chan- 
cellor von Caprivi’s greatest error, the 
precipitate breaking of every link that 
bound Germany and Russia. 

According to Bismarck, the emperor 
thought his personal amiability would win 
the. Russians. Intermediaries, possibly 
appointed for the purpose, brought to the 
ears of the emperor, even before he left 
St. Petersburg, remarks that had been 
made by members of the czar’s circle 
which left no doubt of the political failure 
of his visit. 

Under these circumstances, the emper- 
or’s immediate journey to England, fol- 
lowed by East African treaties, assumed 
the aspect of a demonstration against 
Russia. These incidents were succeeded 
by a policy of friendliness towards the 
Poles which was still more galling to 
the czar. No graver change in the Ger- 
man policy could have been adopted. It 
showed to Russia on the political hori- 
zon a Polish legion in the event of war, 
and, in the event of Russian defeat, a 
new kingdom of Poland. This naturally 
resulted in the visit of the French fleet to 
Croastadt. The appointment of a Polish 
bishop at Posen was also a mistake in 
internal and external policy.

The third party movement, in the 
of force bill legislation, may melt away 
‘and disappear, and that which threatens 
to be troublesome and embarrassing may 
have no place in the campaign. This, it 
seems to us, ought to be the natural and 
reasonable solution of the matter. But 
if the movement shall resist this natural 
settlement, will it be best to deal with 
those who have deserted and who are 
deserting the party as other opponents 
are dealt with, or as erring brethren who 
are to be urged to return to the fold? 

Parties are figuratively composed of 
armies, but they have no method of 
enforcing the discipline so necessary to 
bodies that are to engage in conflicts. The 
democratic party exists only through the 
will and desire of those who have been 
attracted to its organization; it cannot 
compel or enforce obedience. We do not 
pretend to answer in any authoritative 
way the inquiry we have made. It isa 
suggestion merely. ‘The democrats who 
have quit the party, or who propose to 
quit, are needed in the organization. They 
are needed now and they will be needed 
hereafter. The party in this campaign 
must present a solid front to the repub- 
jican wreckers and sectionalists who have 
renewed their attack on the south and 
its state governments in the interest of 
negro rule.

The Atlanta Way. 

Mr. Richard H. Edmonds, recently of 
The Manufacturers’ Record, writes a let- 
ter to The Baltimore News, in which he

In conclusion Mr. Edmonds says that 
if the Baltimoreans will imbue themselves 
with the Atlanta and Texas spirit, they 
will make their city talked of all over the 
world for its marvelous advancement, 
and in five years they will not be able to 
build houses fast enough to supply the 
demand. :
